But, elsewhere it is said that he was buried sitting up in the mass grave with other casualties of the battle. 

* According to Barkwell in The People of the Métis Nation St-Pierre Parenteau (1861-1885) son of Jean-Baptiste Parenteau and Pelagie Dumont - and Gabriel Dumont's 
nephew - fought and was killed during the Battle for Coulée des Tourond's - his brother Jean-Baptiste was wounded during this battle.
